That any person or persons oper­ 
ating a motor vehicle on any public 
highway or in any public place shall 
not operate the same at any rate of 
speed greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having regard to the use in 
common of such highway or place, or 
so as to endanger the life or limb of 
any person, and in no event shall such 
| motor vehicle be operated at a greater 
Irate of speed than eight (8) miles an 
hour in the business and closely built 
j up portions of any municipality of 
this state, nor more than fifteen (15) 
miles an hour in any other portions of 
such municipalities, nor more than 
twenty (20) miles an hour outside of 
such municipalities.

In properly settlin g this v ast territory 
we believ e in stick in g to the Lin coln 
policy , which has been in dorsed by 
pu blic opin ion atid tested by ex peri- | 
en ce. 


W a n t s Land Settled. 
“That policy lias been to facilitate 
in ev ery possible way the acqu isition 
of the pu blic lan ds by the people, both 
that homes may be made au d that 
priv ate en terprise may employ itself 
in the dev elopmen t of min eral an d oth­ 
er n atu ral resou rces. 
“We simply ask an d ex pect the same 
rights an d priv ileges in bu ildin g ou r 
n ew states as hav e been en joy ed by 
all the older states in the Un ion .
